RATHER HE HOLDS IT A HELP 


What Causes Tuberculosis? 


Harvard U niversity Expert on P h ys­ 
ical Training Declare* His Experi­ 
ence of the Feats of Girls Proves 
T hat It la Impossible to Set Limits 
to Their Endurance. 


Women could be made as fit for mili­ 
tary duty as men, In the opinion of Dr. 
Dudley A. Sargent of Harvard univer­ 
sity, who has given more than half a 
century of study to the problem of 
physical training of young folk. 
He 
holds that sex Is no handicap to mili­ 
tary training and cites many examples 
of physical feats performed by women. 
“Every day,” said Dr. Sargent, “I am 
astonished at the physical and mental 
possibilities shown by young women 
yet in college and those who are al­ 
ready out Iii the world making good. 
Almost dally I find It necessary to re- 
Alse my carefully worked out theories 
and formulas as to what young women 
can do until now I find it safest not to 
suggest the limits of their capabilities. 
“In one of the sad stories that has 
Just come to us of the terrible Lusita­ 
nia tragedy we have accounts of sev­ 
eral women who swam about for many 
hom*s until rescued. 
W hat they did 
any able bodied, well trained woman 
might have done. At the time of tile 
sinking of the Empress of Ireland in 
the Gulf of S t Lawrence a child only 
ten years old swam ami boated about 
in the water for several hours and 
seemed none the worse for her adven­ 
ture. 
Capable of M arvelous Endurance. 
“All theories to the contrary, wom­ 
en are capable of marvelous endurance, 
and so on this score cannot be rated 
Ineligible for training for military serv­ 
ice. 
But In spite of tim actual proof 
to support this contention, many per­ 
sons will shake their heads and say 
that I am forgetting that women are 
the bearers of the race and that their 
penalty for physical hardships will be 
sure and far-reaching. 
“Nature, In giving to lier a special task 
—or privilege—has endowed her with 
the necessary bodily strength. 
“Woman’s sex Is not a handicap, ei­ 
ther mental or physical, unless woman 
chooses to make It one. 
“The great stretches of Russia could 
show up countless stolid faced, big 
muscled, sturdy women, who plow 
fields, reap the crops, make the black 
bread and l**nr the children and who 
have never even heard that they are a 
weaker sex. 
“There are In most of our large cities 
today foreign born women who are fa­ 
miliar to us chiefly ^p ictu resq u e fig­ 
ures on the streets as they are home­ 
ward bound with a week's fuel bal­ 
anced gracefully on their heads. They 
walk upright and easily, and the care­ 
ful observer will note a sturdiness that 
will surprise him. 
B etter Equipped T han Man. 
“Physiologically the healthy woman 
is better equipped by nature to with­ 
stand cold and exposure than the aver­ 
age man. 
Every one knows that in 
regions of severe climate men wear 
heavier clothing and more of it than 
women. 
“To say that a woman’s pride Is 
keeping her wurrn as she sweeps up 
the street on a blustering zero day 
with open coat, thin shirt waist, ex­ 
posed neck ami thinly stockinged feet 
is not altogether true, for nature is aid­ 
ing her. 
She will, of course, suffer 
from unwise exposure, but not to the 
same degree that a man would. 
“But the sad fact is that few of our 
American born women, the descend­ 
ants of our early settlers, Eire trained 
up to even a moderate degree of bodily 
efficiency. 
“An ablebodied woman who has un­ 
dergone the same rigorous training 
that a soldier has should suffer no 
more serious' consequences than he 
from forced marches in a pouring rain 
or a sleepless night in a trench. 
“The type of modern woman who is 
a product of steam heated apartments, 
matinees, teas and ennui is fitted nei­ 
ther for motherhood nor for suffrage, 
to say nothing of tasks savoring of mil­ 
itarism. But a woman of this type is 
In a class by herself. To be sure, the 
class is rather large, but the women 
who compose it are not the ones who 
will shape the future either of our 
hom«*s or of our nation’s destinies. 
“In a frame of mind that would be 
ludicrous lf it were not pathetic these 
women shield themselves from physi­ 
cal exertion, accept headaches and oth­ 
er weaknesses as if they were a part 
of their heritage as women and resort 
to bridge and similar ‘light’ recrea­ 
tions.” 


There

ened arid made flabby and prepared 
fo r the growth tit the disease some­ 
what as the fa rm er prepares hi- -oil 
before sowing hi- seed. 
W hat are the ca a-es that prepare 
pare tin4 -oil tor tilt* growth ot t u ­ 
berculosis germs in the body ! There 
arc fir-1 of all a group 
of 
eau-cs 
which lie within the individual him­ 
self, which we 
may 
call 
personal 
cause-. 
Some of them may lie con­ 
trolled by the individual and some 
of 
them a re 
beyond 
his 
control. 
Take -a ch cause-, tor example, as 
intemperance, lack of proper loud, 
a 
weakened 
phy-ical 
condition 
ca used by grippe, colds, pneumonia. 
measle-, typhoid 
fever, etc.-—-the-e 
are some of the 
personal 
causes 
which prepare the soil tor tilt4 tu- 
bere ulous -ceti. 
I hen there i- also 
an o th er group of cause- which are 
entirely outside of 
the 
individual 
and which we may designate a - en­ 
vironmental o!* social ca ii-es. Some 
of these are, for example, bad living 
and working conditions, 
lack

Barefooted Soldiers. 
Siam ’s present m ilitary organization 
dates from 1902 and is th e outcom e of 
tw o years’ study o f the various m ili­ 
tary organizations of Europe. 
It em ­ 
bodies the m ilitia system , w ith a dash 
of universal service. 
E very citizen is liable to serve for 
tw o years in the line and then for five 
years in the first and ten years in the 
second reserve, but only so m any are 
called up as are required to keep up a 
strength of about 30,000 m en on a 
peace footing. 
Those w ho are thus 
called up receive as com pensation cer­ 
tain abatem ents of taxes. 
T he re st of 
those liable to serve pass straig h t into 
th e reserve, w hich is called out a t cer­ 
tain intervals fo r from fifteen to sixty 
days’ training. 
Besides his arm s and his clothes, the 
Siam ese soldier receives 4 ticals (a ticai 
equals about 35 cents) a m onth, besides 
25 satungs (about 8 cents) a day, half 
of w hich latter sum , however, is stop­ 
ped to pay for th e single m eal of rice 
th at the state “provides.” 
The soldier 
has to buy his ow n footgear aud the 
re st of his food. No w onder the m ajor­ 
ity of the arm y goes barefooted.—“In 
the Lands of th e Sun.”

The state wide co-operation which 
tho Indiana State Automobile Asso­ 
ciation is receiving in its campaign 
for a state highway department and 
better roads for Indiana is most en­ 
couraging. 
In the numerous cities 
and towns 
throughout 
tile 
state 
where local clubs have already been 
organized or are in tile process or 
organization, the active support of 
the most representative 
men 
has 
been given to the Association s Field 
Secretaries who are assisting tile lo- 
eal communities in perfecting their 
organizations. 
Everywhere the taxpayers are not 
only asking but demanding better 
roads and more of them in return 
for tile millions of dollars of their 
money which is being spent annual­ 
ly for road construction and road 
maintenance, they see the means to 
this end in the organization and af­ 
filiation of a state-wide chain of lo­ 
cal clubs composed of 
automobile 
owners and good road enthusiasts. 
Indiana is yearly paying out more 
money for roads than 
any other 
state in the union regardless of size 
or wealth, not even excepting New 
York with eight times it- resources. 
The people of Indiana are spending 
about 
.$15,000,090 
annually 
for 
roads, which amount is more than 
all the expenditures of the state put 
together. While the taxpayers have 
zealously provided for the economi­ 
cal and efficient expenditure of the 
money which they pay annually to 
run the state and 
its 
institutions, 
they have made no such provisions 
for the supervision and economical 
expenditure of the much greater sum 
which they spend for roads. 
The result is that for each dollar 
of the $15,000,000 which is expend­ 
ed annually on the 
highways, 
the 
community gets back less than 30c 
worth of road. 
In other words, for 
the $15,000,000 of 
the 
taxpayers’ 
money spent last year in connection 
with tin* highways of the state, the 
several townships 
got 
in 
return 
something 
less 
than $4,500,000 
worth of road. Would, or could, any 
business corporation long continue 
on such a basis? 
Business corpora­ 
tions today that are spending $15,- 
1)00,000 annually are employing the 
best and, most expert men obtainable 
in their respective lines of endeavor, 
so as to insure the greatest return 
for the money expended and yet the 
state of Indiana has no one to su­ 
pervise the expenditure of this vast 
sum nor anyone on whom she ran 
place the responsibility of efficiently 
and economically administering this 
fund. 
At the present time, in this state 
there are no legal requirements for 
standard specifications or for testing 
the quality or durability of the ma­ 
terials used in the construction of 
roads, although the law does take 
the pains to specify that the person 
to whom is entrusted the const ruc­ 
tion of the road must be a resident 
of the township in which the pro­ 
posed road is located, this being the 
sole requirement of fitness for his 
duties. 
It is, therefore, not strange 
that under the prevailing system, 
hundreds of miles of roads in this 
state are 
either 
imperfectly 
con­ 
structed or improper materials are 
used and the question of traffic re­ 
quirements left entirely out of con­ 
sideration. 
The result of this condition, 
in 


most instances, is that our socalled 
improved roads begin to give way 
and wear out and become practically 
worthless long before the outstand­ 
ing bonds, which 
were 
floated 
to 
build them, have matured. 
This i- 
an 
inexcusable economic 
waste 
which would not be tolerated by any 
legitimate business organization and 
should not be tolerated by the tax­ 
payers of Indiana. 
The people pay 
for good roads and should insist on 
having them.

There are thousands of acres of 
marsh lands in Minnesota, Wiscon­ 
sin and other state which produce 
wire grass, entirely useless for feed, 
and, for many years considered an 
unmitigated nuisance. 
Such 
lands 
were worth from $2 to $3 an acre. 
Discovery that this wire grass was 
suited to use in the manfacture of 
floor mattings and carpets was fol­ 
lowed by establishment of factories 
whose owners bought such lands or 
leased them from the farmers. Land 
values immediately* advanced to $20 
or more an acre. 
Several thousand 
men were employed 
to gather 
the 
grass and to work in the mills weav­ 
ing rugs and carpets. These mills be­ 
came large buyers of cotton 
warp. 
This new industry became a factor 
iii the “Made-in-America” campaign 
and supplied six and a half million 
square yards of matting annually to 
be sold iii competition with 33,500,- 
000 square yards imported in 1910, 
chiefly from Asia. The imports were 
reduced to 21,500,000 square yards 
in 
1913, 
the 
“Made-in-America” 
product winning its place 
in 
the 
market with the aid of a protective 
tariff of 34 cents per square yard. 
Democratic tariff law of 1913 cut 
the duty to 2 | cents and imports 
went up to 25,000,000 square yards, 
while some American mills closed 
their doors. 
This shows the difference between 
the constructive policies of the Re­ 
publican 
party and the destructive 
policies of the Democrats. 
In many 
o f the states of the Union there are 
marsh lands that produce wire grass 
but will produce nothing else unless 
drained 
at 
great 
expense. 
In all 
these states there is labor and cap­ 
ital ready to engage in the manf ac­ 
ture of matting . In every city, vil­ 
lage and countryside there are homes 
where rugs and carpets of this kind 
is being used. 
Today these homes 
are being 
supplied 
with 
matting 
from China and Japan. It remains 
for American voter to saly in No­ 
vember 1910, whether he wants that 
25,000,000 square yards, annually, 
of Asiatic matting superseded by a 
similiar quantity 
“Made-in-Amer­ 
ica.” 
Only an adequate protective 
tariff will make the change.

Send a thousand aeroplanes with 
5 bombs each over the huge Krupp 
munitions factory at Essen and Ber 
many is .seriously crippled. 
Destroy the nine bridges over the 
Meuse that daily make possible the 
transport of arms and ammunition to 
the German armies iii the West and 
the German armies will he on their 
knees. 
Build 
or buy 
a thousand 
aero­ 
planes immediately, or two thousand 
or 
ten thousand and England 
will 
win. 
This p ared of advice is the talk 
of England today. It is being [Hint­ 
ed in the newspapers, talked on the 
streets and handed to the govern­ 
ment in parliament, through the war 
office and the Admiralty. 
It comes from England tra legists. 
They 
are agreed 
that 
England’s 
future battles must be won in the 
upper stratum. 
It was L. Blin Desbelds, lecturer 
in areonnuties at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich, and one of the 
best known aeronautical experts in 
England who bist told the govern­ 
ment is said to be considering such 
a ministry. 
Today De-fields is asking the gov­ 
ernment 
to add 
to its air fleet 
a 
thousand aeroplanes at once. 
( ’ollaborating with other experts 
Desbelds has gathered the following 
information iii support of his aerial 
offensive and handed it to the gov­ 
ernment. 
That 
an average of one military 
train every ten minutes crosses each 
of the fifteen bridge's spanning 
the 
Rhine. They carry food, ammunition 
and reinforcements to the 
German 
armies iii the West. This means that 
during every 24 hours 144 military 
trains pass into France and Belgium 
over each of the these Rhine bridges 
or 2,1 Ob over all of them, 
file Ger­ 
man armies are wholly dependent on 
this constant 
supply and arc pro­ 
visioned in re serries tor four days 
only. 
That every ounce of supplies car­ 
ried by t h i s gn at steel caravan must 
cross 
nine 
bridges 
spanning 
the 
Meuse to reach the hulk of the Ger­ 
man forces now holding back tile 


B r i t i s h and French on the great line 
across the continent. 
Desbelds has further suggested to 
the government that daily air raids 
over both the Rhine and Meuse must 
seriously hamper the enemy's supply. 
One 
thousand 
aeroplanes 
on this 
duty within a week, Desbelds sug­ 
gested could possibly not only 
cut 
off the vast supplies of the enemy 
but render the German campaign iii 
the West practically impossible. 
What Desbelds has told the gov­ 
ernment about bridges he has 
also 
applied to Krupps at Essen. 
One of the most vigorous support­ 
ers of Desbelds and his theory i- IL 
G. Wells, noted English author. But

Ile is 
urging through 
a series of

“about the ultimate result of 
the war there can then be no doubt.” 
“ If we can smash Essen, we can

hive and clover, but going each with 
its two or three hundred pounds of 
high explosives,

RATHER HE HOLDS IT A HELP 


Harvard University Expert on Phys- 


ical Training Declares Hie Experi- 
ence of "the" Feate of • Girle Proves 
That It Is Impoasiblo to Set Limita 
to Their Endurance. 


Women could be made as fit for mili- 


tary duty as men. In the opinion of Dr. 
Dudley A. Sargent of Harvard univer- 
sity, who has given more than half a 
century of study to the problem of 
physical training o* young folk. He 
holds that sex is no handicap to mili- 
tary training and cites many examples 
of physical feats performed by -women. 


"Every day," said Dr. Sargent, "I am 


astonished at the physical and mental 
possibilities shown by, young women 
yet in college and those who are 'al- 
ready out in tbe world making good. 
Almost dally I nnd it necessary, to re- 
vise my carefully rworked out theories 
and formulas as to -what young -women 
can do until now I find it safest not to 
suggest the limits of their capabilities. 


"In one of the sad stories that has 


Just come, to ns of the terrible Lusita- 
nla tragedy we have accounts of sev- 
eral women who swam about for many 
hours until rescued. What they did 
any able bodied, well trained woman 
might have done. At the time of the 
sinking of the Empress of Ireland hi 
tbe Gulf of St Ijiwrence n child only 
ten years old swam and floated about 
In the water for several hours and 
seemed none the worse for her adven- 
ture. 


Capable of Marvelous Endurance. 
"All theories to the contrary, wom- 


en are capable of marvelous endurance, 
and so on this score cannot be rated 
ineligible for training for military serv- 
ice. But in spite of the actual proof 
to support this contention, many per- 
sons will shake their heads and say 
that I am forgetting that women are 
the bearers of the race and that their 
penalty for physical hardships will: be 
sure and far-reaching. 


"Nature, in giving to her a special task 


—or privilege—has endowed her with 
the necessary bodily strength. 


"Woman's sex Is not a handicap, eif 


tner mental or physical, unless w.oman 
chooses to make It one. 


"The great stretches of Russia could 


show up countless stolid faced, big 
muscled, sturdy women, 'who-..plow- 
fields, reap the crops, make the black 
bread and bear the children and who 
have never even heard that they are a 
weaker sex. 


"There are to most of our large cities 


today foreign born women who are fa- 
miliar to us chiefly as^Icturesqiie fig- 
ures on the streets as they are home- 
ward bound -with a week's fuel-'bal- 
anced gracefully on their heads. They 
walk upright and easily, and the care- 
ful observer will note a sturdlness that 
will surprise him. 


Better Equipped Than Man. 


"Physiologically the healthy woman 


is better equipped by nature to with- 
stand cold and exposure than the aver- 
age man. Every one knows that In 
regions of severe climate men wear 
heavier clothing and more of It than 
women. 
"To say that a woman's pride Is 


keeping-her worm as sbe sweeps up 
the street on a blustering zero day 
with open "coat, thin shirt waist, ex- 
posed neck and thinly stockinged feet 
is not altogether true, for nature is aid- 
Ing her. 
She will, of course, suffer 


from unwise exposure, but not to the 
sumo degree that a man would. 


"But the sad fact is that few of our 


American born women, the descend- 
ants of our early settlers, are trained 
up to even a moderate degree of bodily 
efficiency. - 


"An ablebodied woman who has un- 


dergone the same rigorous -training 
that a soldier has should suffer no 
more ' serious - consequences than he 
from forced marches in a pouring rain 
or a sleepless night In a trench. 


"The type of modern woman who is 


a product of steam heated apartments, 
matinees, teas and ennui Is fitted nei- 
ther for motherhood nor for suffrage, 
to say nothing of tasks savoring of mil- 
itarism. But a woman of this type is 
in p. class by herself. To be sure, the 
class is rather large, but the women 
who compose it are not the ones who 
will .shape the future cither of our 
homes or of our nation's-destinies. 


"In a frame of mind that would be 


ludicrous if it were not pathetic these 
women shield themselves from physi- 
cal exertion, accept headaches and oth- 
er Weaknesses as If they were a part 
of their Tieritage"as "women'aiid-resort 
to bridge and similar light' recrea- 
tions."

•without the germ, the tubercle bacil- 
lus. Whether the disease appears in 
the lungs, in the baud, in the hips, 
or in the eye, it is the same germ 
that; always causes it. 


Looking at it from another way, 


however, the germ of 
tuberculosis 


can never cause the disease unless 
the soil has been prepared for it. It 
is as if the germ were the seed,'the 
body were the soil. You cannot raise 
wheat on a hard, cobblestone pave- 
ment nor can you grow corn on a 
'board walk. Neither can you grow 
tuberculosis from the tiny plant-like 
germ which causes the disease, on a 
soil which is hard and resistant. The 
tissues of the body in which the'dis- 
ease is to develop, first be weak- 
ened and made flabby and prepared 
for the growth of the disease some- 
what as the farmer prepares his soil 
before sowing his seed. 


What are the causes that prepare 


"pare the soil for the growth of tu- 
berculosis germs in the body? There 
are first of all a group of causes 
which lie within the individual him- 
self, which-we may call personal 
causes. 
Some of them may be con- 


trolled by the individual and some 
of them are 
beyond his control 


Take such causes, for example, as 
intemperance, lack of proper food 
a

caused by .grippe, colds, pneumonia 
measles, typhoid fever, etc.—these

the Indiana State "Automobile Asso- 
ciation is receiving in its ^campaign 
for a state highway department and 
better roads for Indiana is most en- 
couraging. In the numerous citie* 
and towns throughout 
the state 


where local clubs have already been 
organized or are in the process or 
organization, the active, support of 
the most representative 
men has 


been given to the Association's Field 
Secretaries who are assisting the lo- 
cal communities in perfecting their 
organizations. 


Everywhere the taxpayers are not 


only asking, but demanding better 
roads and more of them in return 
for the millions of dollars of their 
money-which is being spent annual- 
ly for road construction and road 
maintenance, they see the means to 
this end in the organization and af- 
filiation of a state-wide chain of lo- 
cal clubs composed of" automobile 
owners and good road enthusiasts. 


Indiana is yearly paying out more 


money for roads than any other 
state in the union regardless of sjze 
or wealth, not even excepting New 
York with eight times its resources. 
The people of Indiana are spending 
about 
$15,000,000 
annually for 


roads, which amount is more 'than 
all the expenditures of the state put 
together. While the taxpayers have 
zealously provided for the economi- 
cal and efficient expenditure of the 
money which they pay annually to 
run the state and its institutions, 
they have made no such provisions 
for the supervision and economical 
expenditure of the much greater sum 
which they spend for roads. 


The result is that for -each dollar 


of the $15,000,000 which is expend- 
ed annually on the highways, the 
community gets back less than 30c 
worth of road. In other words, for 
the $15,000,000 of the taxpayers' 
money spent last year in connection

worth of road. Would, or could, any 
•business corporation long continue 
on such a basis? Business corpora- 
tions today that are spending $15,- 
000,000 annually are .employing the 
best and most expert men obtainable 
in their respective lines of endeavor, 
so as to insure the greatest return 
for the money expended and yet-the 
state of Indiana has no ^pne to su- 
pervise the expenditure of this vast 
sum nor anyone on whom she can 
place the responsibility of efficiently 
and economically administering this 
fund. 


At the present time, in this state 


there are no legal requirements for 
standard specifications or for testing 
the quality or durability o^ the ma- 
terials used in the construction of 
roads, although the law does take 
the pains to specify that the person 
;o whom is entrusted the construc- 
tion of the road must be a resident 
of ,the township in which the pro- 
losed road is located, this being the 
sole requirement of fitness for his 
duties. It is, therefore, not strange 
that under the prevailing system, 
lundreds of miles, of roads in this 
state are either imperfectly 
con- 


structed or improper materials are 
used and the question of traffic re- 
qujremcnts left entirely out of con- 
sideration.

Eliminate the "war brides" from 


the stock market, and the European 
contracts for munitions of war from 
the industrial plants of the country 
and the bottom would drop out of the 
business situation.

.xied by this great steel caravan must 
cross nine bridges spanning the 
Meuse to reach the bulk of the Ger- 
man forces now holding back the 
British and French on the great line- 
across the continent. 


Desbelds has further suggested to 


the government that daily air raids 


t over both the Rhine and Mouse must 


seriously hamper the enemy's supply. 
One thousand aeroplanes 
on this 


duty witiiin a week, Desbelds sug- 
gested could possibly not only cut 
off the vast supplies of the enemy 
but render the German campaign in 
the West practically, impossible.

Dr. Goddard recently described the 


Binet tests for mental defectives. 
According to tests, children 
are 


asked certain questions and on the 
basis of their answers, grade as-to 
mental age. 
Questions are 
asked 


which do not depend on instruction 
but come within the common know- 
ledge of every child. For instance, 
a normal child of 5 should be able to 
copy a square. -If the child under 
observation cannot do this it is an 
indication that he is under 5 years 
mentally. 
Of course, the result of 


one question asked would not he 
taken as final evidence of defect. A 
long list 
of questions are gone 


through, tests of touch, sight 
and 


other senses, made, before the child 
is definitely classed as 'defective or 
feeble-minded. 


•Years of study by Binet, De Sane- 


tis and other scientists were neces- 
sary to compile the tests. Many 
hundreds of normal children had to 
be examined before it could be de- 
termined what'knowledge a child of 
any age should have. The system 
as now perfected is in use in most of 
the modern schools of the country.

Weeds Along Farms May be Cut by 


Supervisor and Work'Charged 


on Tax Duplicates. 


The farmers generally are 
not 


acquainted with the fact that the 
recent legislature enacted- a 
law 


concerning the cutting 
of 
weeds 


along public highways. The second 
section of the act provides that any 
land owner who complies with the 
first provision concerning the' cut- 
ting of weeds between June 15 and 
September 1 shall be allowed for 
such work $1.50 
per day, 
eight 


hours' work to constitute a 
day, 


and a proportionate rate for each 
fraction of a day necessarily em- 
ployed thereat, the work to be done 
under the direction of the supervi- 
sor in charge of said road district 
and to be credited upon his road 
taxes as other work is Credited. 


A failure to comply with the law 


means that 
the road supervisor 


shall consider it his duty to 
cut 


down or cause to be cut clown all 
briers, thistles, burrs, 
docks, wil- 


lows, sumac, reeds, cattails, tall 
grass, 
shrub.*, 
and 
all 
other 


growths, which in any manner eith- 
er partly or wholly obstruct view 
of any highway, and the supervisor 
is instructed under the law to pre- 
pare an itemized statement of the 
total cost of the work, including 
"the cost of the labor and he shall 
sign the statement and certify it to 
the county auditor of the. county in 
which the lands are located. 


It is the duty of the auditor to 


place the same on the tax_duplicate, 
and it is the duty of .the treasurer 
to collect all such 
special weeds 


taxes at the same time and in the 
same manner as road taxes are col- 
lected, and the treasurer shall have 
no authority to issue a receipt for 
road 
taxes 
unless 
the 
special 


weed tax is paid. 


A penalty of not less than $5 fine 


nor more than $10 is required un- 
der the statute for failure to com- 
ply with the statute.
